Response to Amendment 

1. The preliminary amendment filed 12/18/2001 has been received and entered. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. All references of record in parent application (PCT/EPOO/05836) have been 
considered. However, as applicant has failed to list the patents on a FORM PTO-1449, 
they will not be printed on the face of any patent issuing from this application. Should 
applicant wish these references to be printed, a FORM PTO-1449 listing those patents 
should be provided. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the claimed subject 
matter in claim 7, line 2 "syringes" must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: on page 2, 
line 8, "the" should be -they-. 

Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1,5-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Oyama 
5,031252. 

Oyama discloses a pressurized container 13 containing a mixture of disinfectants 
(col. 3, 11. 67-68 onto coL 4, II. 1-25). 

7. Claims 1 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Burger 4,431,120. 

Burger discloses a pressurized container containing a mixture of disinfectants, 
where the mixture is in semi fluid (col. 1, II. 9-68 onto col. 2, II. 1-34). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claims 2-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Oyama 5,031,252 in view of Alliger 4,084,747. 
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Oyama has all the features of the claimed invention except that the disinfectants 
are selected from chlorine gas. Alliger teaches that it is known in the dispensing art to 
use chlorine gas as disinfectants (col. 1. II. 11-30). 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to utilize Alliger's teaching onto Oyama's container by using 
chlorine gas, in order to provide a cleaning, sanitizing disinfecting and germ-killing 
products, as taught by Alliger (col. 1 , II. 1 1-30). 

Conclusion 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Bayley et al. 5,043,175, Kosarek 4,361,471, Lovell (GB2101225), 
Bauer et al. 5,520,310, Ekuma et al. (JP63130190), Morrison 3,650,405, Lasserre et al. 
6,123,237, Theeuwes et al. 5,312,389, Klausner 3,666,668 and pistek 5,044,524 
disclose other types of pressurized container containing a mixture of disinfectants.
